oline service station capable of 
making minor. repairs.

Neither the city manager, the mayor, nor any council member 
is prepared to comment on the “gas site situation’? this week. 
Evidently they are waiting for the council meeting before making 
a definite decision. It is apparent to close observers of the dilem- 
wma that the Councilmen are rather “disenchanted” with the idea of 
‘a gas station being built in that area; they are disillusioned about 
the proximity of the site to nearby homes and the phrasing of the 
deed which permits other commercial enterprises than a gas 
station. 


We would hazard a guess that the city fathers would be fur- 
ther disappointed if they could see in reality the relationship of 
the gas site to the proposed design of the Baltimore Parkway 
cloverleaf. 


Although the council does have within its power the oppor- 
tunity to delay the progress of the gas station construction, it 
will probably do the “honorable” thing and give its reluctant OK 
to the signing of the deed. It is unfortunate that the council 
‘should suffer this experience with Greenbelt Consumer Services 
(whose officials admit to a poor public relations job on this proj- 
ect) at this time; other parleys and discussions between the two 
groups are scheduled in the near future. 


The cooperative is presently expanding its food store to ac- 
commodate its other services which will soon lose their present 
quarters: the drug store, valet shop, variety store, etc. Permis- 
sion to go ahead with expansion was granted by county authori- 
ties, we have learned, on the understanding that adequate parking 
facilities would be provided based on a formula involving increas- 
ed sales-floor space. 

Negotiations are beginning which may require the city to 
enlarge the city-owned parking space behind the fire house, at 
an estimated cost of $16,000! Undoubtedly, GCS will offer to 
underwrite the whole,-or-a- good» portion, of that amount. -But 
the present experience of council with GCS regarding the gas sta- 
tion site will cover the negotiations with a pall of doubt as to the 
sincerity and veracity of GCS officials. 

Also contemplated, but not official is a plan to connect the 
city-owned parking lot with a road behind the Center mall statue, 
to the Gilbert-owned parking lot near the swimming pool. As GCS 
expands its commercial enterprises, it seems to require the face 
of the community to change simultaneously. 

Expansion of the food store, meanwhile, progresses rapidly, 
and-soon some decision about parking area must be made. At that 
time, the expansion will be a fact, and again the city fathers will be 
faced with another dilemma. It is interesting to note that al- 


though GCS continues to proclaim that GCS is Greenbelt (that is, ~ 


local citizens are members of GCS) ymost of the power in manage- 
ment is controlled by non-Greenbelters. Sam Ashelman, Bob Mor- 
row, Basset Ferguson, and Roger Farquahr, to name a few, do not 
reside here, nor does board president Walter Bierwagen. 

We wonder when our true representatives, the city council, 
will take some direct action and assert with “rare moments of 
anger” the rights of Greenbelt’s citizens to plan their own future. 


LONG OVERDUE 


The invitation of the board of directors of Greenbelt Consumer 
Services extended to members this week is a hopeful sign that the 
cooperative is again willing to foster closer relationships between 
the membership and the board. 


We urge members to accept this bid to hear the board's 
answers to the “Volckhausen report,” an answer long overdue. It 
will also be an opportunity for members to question the board 
on other topics of interest to them.
